LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY

GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


| In accordance with approved precedent and time-honored cus- 
| tom, itis the duty of the Executive to communicate to the Legis- 
lature at each recurring session the condition of the Territory and 
to recommend such legislation as may be deemed expedient and 
adapted to the varied wants and manifold interests of the people. 

It isa source of regret, no less to me than to your Honorable 
Body, that the unlooked for absence of the Governor has devolved 
this duty upon me with so limited a notice as to make it impossible 
for me iseharge it with entire satisfaction to myself or with 
justice to you. Under these circumstances I can hardly hope or 
essay to do more than lay before you the reports of the several Ter- 
ntorial officers whose duty it is to report through me to your Hon- 
orable Body, accompanied by a few general i HOS in relation 
to the condition of the Territory and the legislation which in my 
agmen is needful and proper. . 

T have the honor tolay before you the reports of the Territorial 
Auditor and "Treasurer and also of Chief Justice Wilson and 
Associate Justice Hawley, which are required by Section 4, Chap- 
ter 1 of an act concerning the Judiciary. : 

The report of the Chief Justice, it 1s proper to say is merely a 
memorandum from which he intended to compile a more elaborate 
and formal report. In his absence I have thought proper to place 
it before iu knowing it contains suggestions worthy of, and 
which will undoubtedly commend themselves to your attention 
and consideration. 

The report of Associate Justice Hawley has been prepared with 
great care and will be found to contain many valuable suggestions, 


FINANCE. 


From the reports of the Territorial Auditor and Treasurer it will 
beseen that the finances of the Territory are in & prosperous and 
healthy condition, presenting as they do the unusual fact that the 
Territory is entirely free from debt; a condition not only gratifying 
in itself but almost without a parallel in the history o: ucher parts 
of the common country. In congratulating you upon this flatter- 
ing condition of the affairs I need hardly add that it reflects great 
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eredit on those who have had the administration of the finances 
of the civil government throughout the Territory. So far as 
I have been able to inform myself the affairs of all the counties in 
the Territory are in alike creditable condition. - i 

The general prosperity of the country- and of, tha Territory js a 
subject of-congratulation. Peace and plenty smile throughout the 
land. The erops of the Territory have been with but slight ex- 
ceptions abundant, offering new and continued poo of the rich. 
ness of the soil and its adaptability to agricultural and grazing 
purposes. Although in the counties of Cache,Iron and Washingten 
the ravages of the grasshoppers have, to a great extent, destroyed 

e crops; still it is gratifying to know that there is no suffering 
among the masses of the people.

Since the adjournment of the last Legislature, the Pacific Rail- 
road, perhaps the most stupendous work of science and of art the 
mind of man has conceived and his energies consummated, has 
been completed. Excelling all precedent in the rapidity of its 
construction across plain, over mountain, through cafion and 
valley; dotting fhe hitherto almost uninhabitable waste with 
Ladbeg plied towns and villages; spanning a continent with its iron 

ands and connecting the civilization of the growth west with the 
teeming millions and golden commerce of the far off Ind; it 
cannot fail in such an age as ours,to prove the prolific mother of pro- 
grear andimprovement.Itshould be, and no doubtis,asource of pride 
the people of this Territory that they have contributed not a httle 
by their well directed efforts to thecompletion of this great work, 
The Utah Central Railroad Company, organized pursuant to the 
act of February 19th, 1869, already connects the capital of the 
Territory with this great trans-eontinental highway and it needs 
no spirit of prophecy to fortell that the day is near at hand when, 
stretching to the South far across the great Rocky Mountain snow 
belt, it will find a terminus where the glittering blue of the Gulf 
of California hushes the turbid waters of the Colorado. From 
these mighty branches will shoot forth others which will lace and 
interlace the valleys of the Territory. The mighty strides in 
progress already’ achieved, bringing the Territory from compara- 
tive lation into contact with the great marts of the world, can- 
not fail to work many changes in the condition of the people and 
revolutionize, toa great extent, their industrial pursuits and re- 
sources. The prosperous trade heretofore enjoyed with Montana 
and Idaho on the north, Nevada on the west and the emigrant 
trains at home has nearly or entirely failed; but new fields for de- 
velopment and industry have been and are constantly being 
opened. Dull, and perhaps hard times and spare money markets 
must necessarily accompany the transition. 1t was for the people 
of Utah to discover and demonstrate to the world the richness of 
her soil; it remains for them now to more fully develope her no 
less extensive mineral and manufacturing resources. By a proper 
combination of all these branches of industry, ean we alone hope 
to give strength and greatness to the country and lay broad and 
deep the foundations of a permanent prosperity. A community 
. Whose ehief—whose only pursuit is agriculture, may for a time 
enjoy a limited degree of prosperity, but it cannot hope to become 
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as wealthy or as great as a community where agriculture, manu- 
factures, commerce and mining each holds its proper part in the 
economy of its existence. "l'he'Territory of Utah presents an ample 
field for the highest civilization and improvement. With resour- 
ces surpassed by few of her sister States or Territories; rich in the 
minerals of iron, coal, copper, salt, lead, silver and gold, in agricul- 
ture, capable of sustaining a greatly increased population, with a 
chmate that knows neither the. rigor of northern winters, nor the 
languor of southern summers, free from miasmatie diseases which 
are the bane of most new countries, a population, industrious and 
frugal, there is no physical reason why it should not be among 
the foremost in the race for commercial empire, power and great- 
nes, Butin order to meet with success, the people must be en- 
couraged by appropriate legislation in all its legitimate branches. 
I would respectfully urge you to foster manufactures, mining, 
iculture and all the arts, and that you encoprage the building 

of canals and irrigating ditches. The experience of Lombardy 
and the Southern Mediterranean countries has demonstrated that, 
when once a complete system of irrigating ditches and canals has 
been established, agriculture can be more cheaply and profitably 
carried on, because more certainly pursued, than 1n countries sup- 
ecbto the exigencies of flood and drought, The Jordan, Provo, 
panish Fork, Sevier, Sapele, Rio Virgen, Weber, Ogden, Bear, 
Cub and Beaver rivers, with their sources and affluents will furnish 
water enough to irrigate the whole Territory, and the first cost of 
such works for the distribution of water once provided for, it vould 
be furnished to the consumer with very little expense. While 
much has already been accomplished by individual effort, the 
more extended works referred to are yet sleeping in the muscle, 
enterprise and energy of the people, awaiting only the proper lege 
islation which shall sound the note for their awakening. In the 
furtherance of this end, I would particularly call your attention to 
the desirability of the enactment of a general incorporation law, 
pursuant. to the Act of Congress of March 2nd, 1867, and also of an 
Act authorizing the formation of Jimited artnerships. The bene- 
fits arising from corporations, in the consolidation of means for the 
attainment of objects beyond the power of individual effort are so 
manifest as hardly to require, at this day, any argument to enforce 
the utility of such institutions. From the earliest times have these 
advantages been recognized and utilized by the wisest legislators, 
and in modern days incorporations for the accomplishment of 
great public ends have become a part of the legislation of every 
civilized State. With proper checks, limitations and safeguards 
to protect the rights of the people, they arejustly regarded as es- 
sential to the well being and continued advancement of every com- 
munity. The law governing corporations and defining their rights 
and privileges has been digested by the wisdom, of ages, and it is, 
therefore, not an untried or uncertain field of legislation which is 
thus commended to your favorable consideration. Nearly all 
works of a publie nature require the expenditure of large 
amounts of money, and while individuals may be induced, by 
public spirit omthe hope of gain, to invest a portion of their means, 
few are found who are willing to embark al! their capital in an en- 
terprise, the management of which must, in most instances, neces. 
sarily be left to others. Through the agency of corporations most of 
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the great works of the past have been and all the great works of tho 
present are being accomplished. Through their means oceans and 
rivers are navigated, telegraphs are constructed, canals and irn. 
gating ditches are dug, factories are run, mines are worked, schools 
and banking houses are established. The passage of a wise and 
judicious incorporation law would have a great tendency to bring 

ither that capital which is so much needed in the development of 
the many and varied resources of theTerritory,and especially would 
it aidin the development of the mines. There is no placein the 
United States where the influx. of capital would so materially in- 
crease the prosperity of the people. It would expel that spirit of 
desolation and of solitude which broods over andguards some of 
the richest mines, and wrest bright treasures from the rock ribbed 
fortresses of nature. 

Through a system of immigration, as novel as it has been efi- 
cient, large numbers of foreigners have been induced to come to 
this country. Most of them atonce poor and industrious, gathered 
from all portions of the world, they have brought with them the 
usefal of many climes, which, combining, cannot but aid ma: 
terially in advancing the Territory in all elements of prosperity 
and frue progress, Atthe late annual Territorial Fair there were 
on exhibition manufactured articles, not only creditable to the 
Territory, but which attest alike its capability 1n ‘manufactures 
and the skill and genius of its people. Cloths, flannels and blank- 
ets of home manufacture were exhibited, not inferior to the high- 
est grades of imported goods of their character; leather, and goods 
manufactured therefrom, that would be a credit to any commu- 
nity; watches, made in Salt Lake City, equal in scientific arrange- 
ment to the best specimens from the factories of Europe or Amer- 
ica; pottery, creditable alike to the resources of the Territory and 
the skill of its artizans; cocoons and spun silk, warranting the 
belief that manufactured silk will ere long be one of the exports of 
Utah, and many other" works of art, exciting at once the admira- 
tion and surprise of all-who beheld them. I need hardly say that 
these several enterprises require, as they are entitled to receive, the 
fostering care of friendly legislation, and would be greatly accel- 
erated by a well digested general incorporation law. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A well organized and efficiently conducted system of public 
schools is among the highest evidences of the advancement and 
progress of a people. The State has an interest in the education of 
every child within its borders. While education confers a great 
benefit on the recipient of its valuable privileges, the advantages 
so gained are reflected back, and the bounty of the State, dispensed 
with an unsparing hand, is returned four-fold_in the increased 
virtue and enlightenment of its future citizens. The strength ofa 
State lies in the culture, the intelligence and the industry of its citi- 
zens. Considering the early history of the pioneers of thesevalleys 
it is not, perhaps, to be wondered at that the people of Utah should 
not in the past have enjoyed those extended educational facilities 
with which other and older communities have been blessed. But 
in view of the great importance of this question and the advance- 
ment and progress already made in other departments, it is sub. 
mitted that the time has certainly arrived when every effort of the 
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legislature should be directed towards the attainment of an efficient- 
and wide-spread system of common schools. While the higher 

grades of education are necessarily expensive and consequently 

beyond the reach of the great mass of the people, it should be the 

especial care of the levislature to see-that the common branches of 

an English education are assured to all the rising generation 

"without money and without price.” Property should cheerfully 

take up the burden and provide for a system of public free schools. 

No pue expenditure ean be more fruitful of good or return more 

solid and permanent advantages to the Territory. 

Itis but proper that I should congratulate the Legislature and 
the people upon the progress already made; but at the same time 
itis no discouragement to remind you that there remains much to 
be done to bring the public school system to that standard to which 
itshould attain. I would, therefore, recommend that a sufficient 
# tax be levied to make the public schools entirely free so fas as the 
common English branches are concerned and piovide a boaid of 
examiners who shall award certificates of qualification to parties 
E seeking to become teachers in primary, intermediate and high 
E schools according to the qualification of the applicant, and to offer 
B such inducements to teachers as to induce those skilled 1n the pro- 
1B feson to enrol themselves among the instructors of the youth of 

$ ths Territory. It has been found in ofder and more experienced 

communities that public schools are the most successtully con- 
ducted apart from all sectarian influences and that they should not 
beused as the means to inculcate any particular creed or faith ex- 
cept that sound morahty which teaches “that we should not do 


unto others that which we would not that others should do unto 
US.

CIVIL AND CRIMINAL CODES. 


The forms, usages and practices of the common law are necessa- 
nly elaborate and technical. It has been found conducive to the 
advancement of justice to avoid, as far as possible, all the techni- 
| calities of the common law in its division ofaetions. To this end 

the legislatures of most of the States of the Union have passed what 
are known as civil and criminal codes of practice. ‘These codes 
E abolish the distinction of forms in action and technicalities in prac- 
[| tice, and avoid as far as possible those labyrinths of the law, which 
k are too often productive of no good, and only tend to mystify and 
j encumber the progress of justice, The State of New York—a State 
E which 1s an empire in itself and whose commercial tiansactions are 
E fargreater than those of any other State in the Ünion—has long 
M transacted its judicial business under, and exemplified the utility 
3 und wisdom, of that system of legislation which made a civil and 
k criminal eode part of its publie laws, since which time a large 
R portion of the States and many of the 'Pernitories, profiting by its 
p example, have passed similar codes and have been rewarded by 
B equal advantages. It isscarcely expected that atone session of the 
E legislature a complete code can be originated, but fortunately you 
K can avail yourselves of the labors of others, and adopt such por- 
3 tions of the codes of other States and "Territories as are suitable for 
E the wants of our own. I would in this connection suggest the ex- 
B amination of thecode of the State of Nevada, as being one in many 
B respects adapted to the wants of this Territory. It is one of the- 
i most recently adopted and were drawn up by a lawyer of great ex- 
[o 
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perience and eminent ability for a peop’ whose interests in many 
respects are similar to our own. The entire legislation of this Ter- 
ritory 1s comprised in a small volume, which in ordinary States is 
hardly equal to the legislation of a single year. Perhaps this has 
arisen from the mistaken idea that the people néeded few and sim- 
ple laws; forgetting that where the statutes leave off, the common 

aw begins, and that 1n such cases courts are obliged to resort to ts 
technicalities for the determination of those questions which should 
be plainly written down in the statutes. 

WITNESSES. 

Modern experience I think has demonstrated that the ends of 
justice are best subsérved by allowing all parties, whether interested 
or not, to testify ın their own behalf 1n both civil and criminal 
cases; thus enlarging the sphere of the jury and leaving them to 
determine as to the credibility of witnesses. In civil cases.this 
course helps to facilitate business. The careful and shrewd Dibr 
ness man 1n the conduct of affairs sees to it that his contracts are 
reduced to writing or susceptible of proof by disinterested wit- 
nesses; but the less wary are too often negligent in these matters 
and not unfrequently a good cause is lost and justice herself per- 
verted because under the existing law the truth cannot be told. 
Thus in the tribunals of the land are the unskillful and ignorant, 
and for that reason perhaps the more unsuspecting, sacrificed to the 
shrewdness of a more crafty opponent and the rigorous rule of the 
law. The idea embodied in the common law, that a person, 
however true m his manhood, is unworthy of credence by 
reason of a mere nominal interest, no matter how slight, when tes- 
tifying under the solemnity of an oath, is but the relic of a ruder 
and less generous age, and unworthy the progress of the nineteenth 
century. The jury should be left to determine the reliability of 
each witness from his appearance on the stand and all the circum- 
stances surrounding each case. In many capital cases when the 
deceased and the accused are the only parties to the affray, the tes- 
timony of the criminal may serve to throw in light, and however 
much his statement may favor himself, the jury are better enabled 
to arrive at correct conclusions in regard to the real facts in the 
ease. Whatever code of practice you may deem proper to adopt, 
I would respectfully“xecommend that no party shall be exclude 
from testifying on accdunt, of interest in the result of the case. 

PENITENTIARY. 

The Penitentiary in this Territory is wholly inadequate for the 
purposes fot which it was designed, viz: the security of persons 
convicted of felony. The certainty rather than the severity of 
punishment is justly esteemed the great preventative of crime in 
deterring the evil disposed frem its commission. Few crimes 
would be committed if it were certain that the full punishment of 
the law awaited the perpetrator; and it has become almost an 
axiom that in proportion as the certainty of punishment is les- 
sened from any ‘cause, in a like degree 1s crime increased. It 
cannot be doubted that the insecurity of the Penitentiary operates 
to diminish the terror of punishment by the hope of escape. I 
would therefore respectfully recommend that an appropriation be 
made by the Territory for the repairing of the Penitentiary and 
making it secure and that Congress be memorialized to contribute 
to this abject. f

CHAIN GANG. 

Allow me again to call your attention to a matter which has been 
noticed in previous messages: the working of men convicted of 
misdemeanor in the chain gang upon the public streets. The true 
object of all punishment is to reform the offender and deter others 
from the commission of offences. The public exposure of those 
who have committed some petty and trivial offence, with a huge 
ball and chain attached to the leg, can only tend to defeat the first 
object of punishment, by hardening the culprit and extinguishing 
by a weight of shame every spark of manly feeling. Many who 
are guilty of no crime save that of misfortune, coming hither 
“stranger among strangers" and in an unguarded moment, op- 
pressed by the unkind throws of fortune and unsustained by the 
influence of friends, give way to the tempter, become intoxicated 
—perhaps noisy—and are arrested by the police. Should one of 
this class be so unfortunate as to be without means of paying his 
fine, the terrible alternation of work upon the publie street with 
ball and chain attached to his leg awaits him. Hopelessly crushed 
and humilitated beyond expression, he endures this most barba- 
rous and disproportionate penalty, and having thus expiated the 
folly of a moment, he goes into the world an enemy to mankind 
with a heart ready to engagein any crime. It is to be hoped that 
nothing further need be said on this subject to induce you to put 
asidethis unkind and, as I believe, disgraceful custom. 

DEPUTY OFFICERS. 


It is desirable that you should pass a law authorizing the clerks 
of the several courts, and county recorders, to appoint deputies. 
While I believe that no persons should hold official positions who 
are not at once competent and willing to perform the duties 
thereof; yet there are times when, through unavoidable absence or 
sickness, the principal is unable to attend to his official duties. At 
such times it would be a matter of convenience, both to the officer 
and to the public, if the law authorized the appointment of depu- 
ties. 

REPEALING LAWS. 

By seotion four, chapter eight of an act relating to attorneys! it 

is provided: ! i 

No person or persons employing counsel in any of the courts of 
this Territory shall be compelled by any process of law to pay the 
counsel so employed for any sèrvices rendered before or after or 
during the process of trial in the case.” 

In all civilized countries attorneys are recognized as officers of 
the court. It would be equally unjust not to allow judges salaries 
or jurors compensation for their services. The profession of the 
law is only acquired after years of patient and hard study. Asa 
class, attorneys have done as much, if not more to ameliorate and 
elevate mankind than any of the learned professions. They have 
originated principles for the administration of justice that are as 
substantial and enduring as the mountains and remain monu- 
menis of their-wisdom, prune and forethought. In our own 
country they have numbered among them such high ornaments 

the human race as Hamilton, Adams, Otis, Pinkney, Webster, 
Clay, Choate, Lincoln and many others who have been the fore- 
most men of their age. Any statute that attempts to deprive them 
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of their rights 1s as un wise and unjust as it has been and always 
will be round to be nugatory and void. It 1s hoped that you will 
concur with me that the law mentioned should be wiped from the 
statute books. 

ccn one of chapter two of an act concerning thelaws of Utah 

rovides: 
= “That no laws or parts of laws shall be made, argued, cited or 
adopted ın any court during the trial of any case, except those 
enacted by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of this Tern- 
tory and those passed by the Congress of the United States when 
applicable, and no reports, decisions or doing of any court shall be 
read, argued or adopted as a precedent in any other trial.” 

This statute is necessarily nugatory as no court of justice would 
refuse to listen to those precedents of law which the experience of 
mankind and the wisdom of ages have sanctioned. Law 1s a pro 
fession and science and like other professions and sciences it is 
almost wholly indebted to the past for that perfection which it has 
attained in thepresent. TheLegislature might as well attemptto for- 
bid the physician to become enlightened by the study of the 
masters of the profession or the priest to quote from the sayings 
of the fathers of the uhurch. It oversteps the just bound ot legis 
lation and has no effect but to create a sneer of derision. Another 
law, similar in spirit, is to be found on page fifty-eight of the "Re 
vised Statutes," which forbids or restricts the use of many of the 
m:st valuable medicines known to the materia medica. The 
science of medicine has made great progress in this century and 
diseases which have been supposed to be incurable have yielded to 
its advancing skill. Among its most potent agencies under all 
systems of practice are to be found many of the medicines enumer- 
ated in the section referred to. Ibis from theSskillful combination 
A these and other medicines that diseases-afe conquered. All such 

tatutes savor rather of prejudiee t of wisdom and 1t 1s hoped 
that the present Legislature by a £arefull revision wall erase them 


from the laws of the Territory. 

The acts of Congres* of July 20th, 1868 and of March 80th, 1869, 
provide for biennial sessions. Unless this law should be changed, 
it will be necessary Lx the present Legislature, before final ad- 
journment, to provide for biennial sessions by the enactment of 
suitable laws. : 

I would recommend that those acts which the Legislature eon- 
siders of the most importance should be taken up y you at an 
early period of yoursession, to the end that should there be any 
disagreement between the Legislature and the Executive as to any 
of your enactments, there may be sufficient time to canvass and thus 
remedy or obviate such objectionable features. Postponing to thelast 
hours of the Legislature important bills, is not. only unjust to the 
Executive, but often results 1n serious inconvenience to the whole 
people by the needless failure of important measures for wantof E 
proper time to examine and digest them. 

I would recommend you to memoralize Congress for annual 
sessions of the Legislature, believing that the development will 
progress of the Territory in opening new fields of industry and B 
demand your fostering and continued care. 1 

Section 4, chapter one, of the laws of Utah, makes it the duty of E 
the Federal judges to report to the Legislature such omissions, dis- 
erepancies and 1mperfections of the law as may have come within 
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their practical experience in its administration. From theelabor- 
ate reports of Associate Justice Hawley and minutes of Chief 
Justice Wilson, herewith transmitted, I cannot doubt but that this 
duty has been well performed. There are, however, omussions, 
discrepancies and imperfections which I should esteem ıt my duty 
to call to your attention were I not fully apprised that any recom- 
mendations I might make, however wise and necessary, in my 
judgment, would be hardly esteemed so by you. It1s a fact well 

own no less to you than to the entire community that the Con- 
gress of the' United States is now engaged in the discussion of 
measures designed to work 1mportant changes 1n the social condi- 
tion of the people of this Territory. These matters, in default of 
simular enactments by the Legislature of Utah, have passed to the 
keeping of Congress, which, under the Constitution, possesses the 
absolute right to govern the Territory, as in its judgment it sees 
proper, subject only to the Constitution of the United States. Un- 
der these circumstances I deem it neither necessary nor proper for 
me to further remark upon enon which have already passed to 
the National Legislature, I therefore refram from recommending 
any specific measures relative to the topic referred to, trusting in 
the wisdom and patriotism of Congress to pass such laws as may 
be 1n accordance with the interests of this people and the spirit and 
genius of the age in which welive.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


Hon. S. A. MANN, 
Secretary and Acting Governor of Utah Territory: 

Sir—I have the honor to present a statement of the financial 
transactions of the Territory for the year commencing December 
18th, 1868, and ending December 31st, 1869, as follows: 

The following exhibit shows the value of property assessed in 
the several counties for the current year, as reported by the county 
clerks, amounting to eleven millions, three hundred and ninety- 
three thousand, six hundred and six dollars; and yielding a gross 
revenue for the year of fifty-six thousaud, nine hundred and sixty- 
eight dollars and three cents. The average cost of assessing and 
collecting, together with usual remittances, is about fifteen per 
cent., or, say, eight thousand dollars, leaves a nett revenue for the 
year, in round numbers, of forty-nine thousand dollars, arising 
from the current year’s taxes. à

| m BY comparing the value of Auditor's Warrants redeemed by the 
Treasurer, as hereinafter mentioned, with the revenue as previously 
stated, it will at once be noticed that the sum redeemed far exceeds 
the amount of revenue derivable from the current year's taxes 
This excess has been provided by the close collection of delinquent 
taxes which have been standing unpaid for years, no effort having 
been spared to meet every liability from this source with others. 
It is pleasing to have to state that, with twoor three exceptions, all 
delinquent tax accounts are now closed on the books of this office, 
and the tax accounts with the several counties are in a far more 
satisfactory state than they have been for many years.

By the 4th Section of Chap. 1 of the Statutes of this Territory, 
it is the duty of the Judges of the District Courts, respectively, to 
report to the Legislature at each session thereof, omissions, 
discrepancies, or other evident imperfections of the law which has 

fallen. under their observations. . 

'" In compliance with the said requirement, the undersigned sub- 
mits the following suggestions, with the request that you lay them 
before the Legislature. 

The undersigned recommends the repeal of the last clause of 
Sec. 1, Chap. 2, which said clause is as follows: ~ 

“And no laws nor parts of laws shall be read, argued, cited, or 
adopted in any court during any trial; except those enacted by the 
Governor and Legislative Assembly of this Territory, and those 
passed by the Congress of the United States, when applicable; and 
no report, decision or doings of any courts shall be read, argued, 
cited, or adopted as precedent in any other trial." 

Also the repeal of Sec. 2, of Chap. 8, which section is as follows: 

“No person or persons employing counsel, in any of the courts 
of fhis Territory, shall be compelled by any process of law to Ray 
the counsel so employed for any services rendered as counsel, be- 
fore, or after, or during the process of trial in the case.” 

Also the repeal of Sec. 5, Chap. 8, which is as follows: 

“Any attorney or person otherwise assuming to appear before 
any court in this Territory, in any cause whatever, shall present 
all the facts in the case, whether they are calculated to make 
against his client or not, of which he is in possession, and shall 
present the best evidence that he can in the case to the intent that 
the true state of the case in litigation may be presented before the 
court, and for a failure to do so, or to comply with all the require- 
ments of this Act, shall be liable to all the penalty hereinbefore 
provided for, and the further penalty of not less than one dollar at 
the discretion of the court." 

Also the repeal of the last clause of Sec. 1, Chap. 18, which is in 
words following: 

“But all minors obtain their majority by marriage." 
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The undersigned would also respectfully call the attention of the 
Legislature to Chap. 9, and suggests that the same be carefully re- 
viewed in connection with the Organic Act of this Terrritory. 

By Sec. 11 of the Organic Act, the Governor, Secretary of State, 
Judges of the Supreme and District Courts, Territorial Attorney, 
and Territorial Marshal are res poli vely apponi by the Presi- 
dent of the United States. By Sec. 13, the delegate to Congress is 
elected by the people. By Sec. 4, the members of the Legislature 
are elected by the people. By Sec. 7, township, districtand county 
officers, not provided for by the Organic Act, may be appointed or 
elected in such manner as may be provided by the Governor and 
Legislature. But all others, the Governor shall nominate to the 
enale, and with their consent appoint them—that is, all other 
officers. 

District officers, the appointment of whom are provided for by 
this Section of the Organic Act, manifestly refers to offices, of less 

rade than those of the greater jurisdictional limits of a county.

uage. i 

T. such is the legal meaning of said Sec. of the Organie Act, it 
follows that Chap. 9 of the Statute should be reviewed by your 
honorable body, and so reformed that all the offices thereby cre- 
ated, shall be filled in conformity to the Organic Act—that is, 
nominated by the Governor to the Senate, and by and with the 
consent of the Senate, be appointed by the Governor. 


The undersigned further recommends to the Legislature a revis- 
lon of Chap. 21, of the Statute, and that by such revision, a public 
administrator may be appointed by the bate Court, who shall 
be required before he enters upon his official duties to execute a 
sufficient bond with at least two good sureties in double the 
amount of the value of the property of the estate of such deceased. 
person or persons as are contemplated by said chapter; and that 
such administrator be required to give public notice of all proceed- 
ings in such estates at lenst ays in some newspaper printed 
in the county of such administration and in the Capital of sud 
Territory; and that all the money arising’ from such estates, after 
the payment of costs, shall under the dırection and supervision of 
the Probate Court, be invested in United States interest bearing 
bonds, for the use and benefit of the lawful heirs of the decedent; 
which bonds with the interest accruing shall be kept on special 
deposit with the Territorial Treasurer, for at least five years, re- 
quiring also that some proper notice be given of such deposit; and 
requiring, thatif such money or effects are not called for by the 
lawful heirs, on due proof thereof, at the expiration of the said five 
years, some proper notice shall be given of that fact for at least 
ninety days; and if no heirs appear and claim said estate, at the 
expiration of said ninety days, the same shall rest in the common 
school fund of the Territory of Utah. 

The subscriber also respectfully recommends the amendment of 

. 5, of Chap. 35, so that the number of the grand jurors therein 
provided for shall be reduced from twenty-four, to fineen. Also 

t the same be further amended, so that talesmen may be sum- 
moned when the panel of either the grand or petit jurors for any 
cause shall be found incomplete by the court. 
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Also, the repeal of the last clause of Sec. 12, of Chap. 35, or re. 
form the same, so thatthis section shall be made to harmonize 
with the amended Sec. 5, as above recommended. 

Also the repeal of sections ten and thirteen of Chap. 35, orso 
reformed, that they conform to the general amendments of said 
chapter, above proposed, 

The undersigned further recommends an act, providing, that all 
law books of the Territorial Library, be placed in the custody and 
care of the Clerk of the Supreme Court, to be by him safely kept 
in some accessable piace for the use and benefit of the Executive 
ofthe Territory, the Judges of the Supreme and District Courts, 
the members of the Legislature, and other public officers of the 
Territory, and the members of the bar,—and providing that the 
same shall be at all times during business hours of all secular days 
of the years, accessable to such officers and persons; and repealing 
all laws inconsistent with such Act. 

The undersigned respectfully suggests the reconsideration of 
chapters 87 and 110 to 116 inclusive, and whether or not they 
ought not severally to be repealed, the same being as it appears, 
without legal authority under the Organic Act. 

In making the foregoing recommendations, the undersigned 
desires it distinctly understood that he does not express a legal 
opinion upon any of the questions involved; for legal opinions are 
made only when a question is brought before a court havin 
jurisdiction, in some formal and legal manner for adjudication, 
of which is respectfully submitted.

In the. month of Bebruary: the, convicts in one.of the cells took 
up the flagging, drifted under the wall of.the cell,,came out and 
broke open the doors of several of the cells, thereby releasing the 
convietsfrom their'confinement; they sealed- the wall and got off. - 
A few weéka after I heard'thatseven of them were in White Pine, 
Nevada, I immediately informed She Governor, that he might 
issue a requisition on the Governor of Nevada for the delivery of 
the fugitives to me or my order; ^ As yet only one of them has been 
captured and re-committed. ` : 

he delapidated condition ofthe prison renders the convicts in- 
secure without a constant and efficient night guard. The limited 
appropriation would not ineét.thé expenses of such a guard,together 
with thé other incidental expenses. : » 

I now respectfully call your attention to some of the inconveni- 
ences attending’ the procuring of available lahor for the convicts 
within hailing distance of the base.. Here lei me remark that the 
most profitable and available labor for convicis is toad work or ex- 
eevation of earth. Plenty of this could be procured, within a few 
miles of.the Penitentiary by further legislation, authorizing the 
warden to apply said labor on the publie highways. —' 

In May no available Inbor of thus kind being at hand, I took the 
convicts toa kanyon about four. miles from the penitentiary and 
set them to chopping wood and quarrying rock. This required 
about eight miles per day more travel than would have been re- 
qud had I been authorised to apply the abor on the roads in 

e immediate vicinity of the penitentiary where it was much 
needed. The distance was not the only objection. The place I 
took them to was aretired and secluded place where there was no 
thoroughfare nor any citizens that could be called to the assistance 
of the guard in case of a mutiny or an attempt to escape. 

On the fourth of June the convicts attempted to take advantage 
of their situation ‘arid commented an assault on the guard by an 
attempt to disarm them. They succeeded in part, but in the in- 
counter one of them was shotdead on-the spot, another mortally 
wounded and died in afew hours. The guard sustained no mate- 
Tial injury. The effect of the encounter has been a very good 
quietus for the rest. 

In October no available labor being in the immediate vicinity I 
applied to the county court of Salt Lake county and obtained a 
grant to open a road Byaith’s Fork of Big Kanyon insaid county 
with power to-collect toll until the expenditures were cancelled by 
the receipts, The condition of this grant was such that if the toll 
resources of the kanyon were -insufficient to meet the expenses it 
must be a loss to the institution; up ds this. was the: most 
available labor then at hand.

Gentlemen:— Your committee, to whom was referred the motion 
“That the committee on elections be instructed to consider the pro- 
priety of establishing, by legislative enactment, women's nght of 
suffrage in this Territory, respectfully beg leave to submit the 
following report: 

Your committee, having examined the laws in regard to the 
franchise of women find: Thatin the Orgame Act of this Terri- 
tory, Sec. 5, “That every free white male inhabitant above the 
age of twenty one years, who shall have been a resident of said 
Territory, at the time of the usa e of this Act,shall be entitled to 
vote at the first election and shall be eligible to hold any office 
within said Territory: but the qualifications of voters and of hold- 
m ance at all subsequent elections shall be such as shall be pres- 
erbed by the Legislative Assembly: Provided thatthe right of 
suffrage and of holding office shall be exercised only by citizens of 
the United States.” 

From the above it would seem that at the first election ‘That 
every free white male inhabitant over twenty-one years of age," 
could vote; but that all subsequent elections the power to prescribe 
the qualifications of voters should be vested in the Legislative As- 
sem PE wi*h the restriction that the right of suffrage and of hold- 
ing office should be exercised only by citizens of the United States. 

n conformity with this an Act was passed by the Legislature of 
Utah entitled “An Act prescribing certain qualifications necessary 
to enable a person to be eligible to hold office, vote or serve as & 
juror” wherein it is stated: Sec. 3. Neither shall an person be 
entitled to hold any office of trust, or profit, in the Territory, or 
vote at any election, unless he is a free white male citizen of the 
United States,” approved January 21, 1859. 

From this it would seem that only white male citizens are enti- 
tied to vote. At the last session of the Legislature the word white was 
rescinded, leaving it in the power of all male citizens of the United 
States to vote, who have been in the Territory six months and are 
over twenty-one years of age. 

. Your committee, however, are of the opinion that the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the Territory of Utah, have the right, under the 
Organic Act, to grant suffrage to all citizens of the United States. 

Upon enquiry as to what constitutes a citizen of the United 
States, by a reference to the naturalization laws of the United 
States, we find: 

First. That the “children of citizens, or persons duly natural- 
ized, under any of the laws of the United States, are citizens; This 
of course, refers to both male and female children (Sec. iv,) for no 
distinction is made. 

Second. It would seem that the wives of citizens become citi- 
zens by marriage, for although not specified yet it is implied in 
Sec. iv. “When any alien, who shall have complied with the 
first. condition specified in the first section of the said original Act 
of April 14, 1802, and who shall have quur the directions pre- 
sented in the second section of the said Act may die before he is 
actually naturalized, the widow and the ehildren of sueh alien 
shall be considered as citizens of the United States, and shall be 
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entitled to sll rights and privileges, as such, upon taking the oath 
prescribed by law." $ 
According to this we should naturally infer that if the widow 
and children of an alien who had not perfected his citizenship, 
became citizens, that the wife of a citizen became acitizen by be- 
ing united by marriage to her husband. s 
Your committee are tberefore.of the opinion that it is com 
tent for the Legislature to pass a law granting to women the right 


. of suffrage, and while your committee admit that the right is in 


many respects novel, yet they can see no impropriety in enacting 
such a law. Women in theirsocial, property and marital relations, 
are according to existing codes, very much curtailed; this enfran- 
chisement would put them in a position to protect their own rights 
by an appeal to the ballot box, which we think they are quite as 
competent to use as uneducated foreigners, the negro or the Chi- 
nese. 

Your committee would further respectfully state, that while 
they would bein favorof granting the right to vote and to hold 
some offices, they could not recommend them as eligible to the 
executive, judicial, or legislative departments, to the office of 
marshal, constable and other inistrators of justice or law. 

We therefore recommend either the revision of. our statutes as 
the qualification of voters making; women eligible, or the passage 
of a special act for that purpose. ^

+ Gentlemen:—1 herewith beg leave to submit to your Honorable 
Body an additional report of the Superintendent of the Salt Lake 
(ity and Wanship wagon road, giving details of expenditures on 
said road during the year 1869. I have thought best to submit the 
fear as handed to me, that you may have all particulars fully 
ore you. 

In an amendatory Act pertaining to said road, approved Feb- 
mary 20, 1868, I believe it is made the duty of the Superintendent 
to advertise for contracts for labor on said road. I am unable to 
learn that this has been complied with. It may be that the Ter- 
ntory has not sustained loss by the omission, although some of the 
charges forteam work and labor seem very high. If the em- 
ployees were boarded, in addition to the charge for per diem, from 
$2to $2 50 per day would be more than average for sueh kind of 
labor. Inthe paper numbered 10 the charge of eight dollars per 
day for team work in the month of January appears unusually 
high. In fact the amount charged for labor and team work gener- 
ally seems to be high, in comparison with prices generally prevail- 
ing during the year 1869, especially if where team work is charged 
the teamsters services are charged for separately, and their board 
still again charged for separately. These statements are not so 
clear in these respects as is desirable. 

Doubtless there is necessarily a great waste of tools by wearing, 
breakage, &c. Ifis scarcely to be expected that tools can be used 
to so good advantage when partially worn, in rocky land as they 
might be in other places. ould it not save expense to the Ter- 

.ritory, if all tools damaged or rendered unserviceable on said road 
were handed over tothe Warden of the Penitentiary, where, per- 
haps they might be utilized in other kinds of work. 

our committee, being practical men, will be much better able 
to judge of the correctness of the charges made in the report than 
Tam, and the papers are therefore submitted.

Your committee respectfully submit the following as a tribute 
of respect to the memory of General Chauncey Walker West, 
an ex-ineínber of the House of Representatives of the Legislative 
Assein bly: : ` 

General West was from his youth engaged in.a life of activ- 
ity, industry, energy and usefulness for the benefit of bis race. 
He was the son of Alvin and Sally West, and was born in Brie 
county, Penusylvania, on the 10th of February, 1827. In his 
childhood his parents removed to the State of New York; and in 
1844 he accompanied them when they removed to Nauvoo, Illi- 
nois. Though young his efficiency had hecome already marked, 
and he assisted in starting the first company for the West 
when we removed from Nauvoo. In May, 1846, he married 
Mary, daugbter of Bishop A. Hoagland, now of salt Lake City, 

In June, 1847, he started for the Far West, in Elder John Tay- 
lor's company, aod arrived in Salt Lake Valley, in October of the 
sume year, when this country was a sterile wilderness. 

He was one of the first settlers in Provo, Utah County. 

In December, 1849, he went in company with Elder Parley P, 
Pratt, on an expedition to explore the southern portion of this Ter- 
ritory. : ht E ` 

On the 29th of May, 11858, he removed to Ogden City, Weber 
county; and in:the same year he was elected to theHouse of 
Representatives, from that county, aud was one of its most 
efficient members, generally being on the committee of judiciary.

OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF CoMMON SCHOOLS, 
Salt Lake City, January 19, 1370.

The Legislative Assembly of Utah Territory: 


Gentlemen:—The Superintendent of Schools takes pleasure in 
presenting before your Honorable Body his annual report, with 
accompanying table of Schoo} Statistics. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The Superintendent congratulates the Assembly upon the sue- 
cess attendant upon the establishment of the University. To the 
normal department of this institution does the Territory look with 
anxious solicitude for a supply of school teachers—the great des- 
iderata of our. educational interests, 

Were provision made by statutory enactment for the education 
of & limited number of students gratuitously, who might be sent 
from each county to the normal depaitment, for the purpose of 
qualifying themselves to become teachers 1n their respective coun- 
ties, an impetus would be given to the common school interests by 
creating, in à few years, an educational corps that would be able 
to furnish theincessant and meieasing, but unsupplied demand for 
competent school teaehers. Any fostering legislation extended to 
this department of the University confeis.a duect blessing on the 
school interests of the Territory. 


DESERET ALPHABET. 


The Superintendent, in his recent school visits, has advocated 
the introduction and adoption of the Deseret characters and sys- 
tem of orthography in our common schools, and takes pleasure in 
stating that many teachers feel alive to the importance of the sub- 
ject, and that the school authorities, In every district visited, have 
given it their hearty endorsement. The work of the reformation 
of English orthography and the intieduction of a new character, 
in which to write and print our language, is a stupendous task, 
requiring time, means, patience, and unyielding perseverance; but 
the ease with which it 1s attained and the facility imparted by 
the system to the acquisition of English orthography, enables 
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us to hope that when sufficient mearis are nvailzbte to carry on 
the printing in that method, that but a few years wil pass until 
the News, the Instructor, the Ogden Junction, and a host of other 
intellectual lights, willspring up, clothed in the unique, novel, and 
simple dress of the Desdret character. Ifthe Legislative Assem- 
bly, in thei economical and judicious distribution of the publie 
money, would ap propriate two thousand dollais to be expended in 
getting up a spelling book or elementary dictionary, nnother'step 
could be taken whieh is very necessary and important ii the 
further prosecution of this important reform, 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


On Septeniber 27, 1807, the Superintendent ivrote to Mr. Jos. S. 
Wilson, Commissioner, Land Otfice, at Washington, asking that 
gentleman to use his influence to procure for Utah all thead- 
vantages accruing through the liberal grants of Government. To 
this communication the Commissioner replied as follows: 


Robert L. Campbell, Esq., : 
Salt Lake City: k 
Sir:—In reply to your letter of the 27th ult., I have to state that 
sections sixteen and thirty-six are 1eserved for schools in [tgh 
"Territory, but title thereto cannot be acquired until further legis- 
lation, by Congiess, making the "grant in place,” which is not 
usually done until the community passes from a Territorial condi- 
tion to a State.

Tt is said that the Territories sustain the relationship of wards to 
the General Government. Whatwould be thought ot a guardian, 
in whose possession there were munificent legacies, specially de- 
signed for educational purposes, who would turn round and suy to 
hisward, “True, toere are liberal provisions made for your educa- 
tion, but these grants are not usually given to wards until they 
become of ave? Would not the ward have just cause of complaint? 
That in the greatest time of need, the most seasonable period of 
life, edueational f eihties should be withheld. ‘That the most ub- 
eral and free Government on the earth should thus act toward its 
wards, is indeed astonishing. 2 . 

I would recommend that Congress be memorialized on this sub- 
ject, setting forth the educational claims of Utah, and ıt is to be 

oped that when such a reasonable and just memorial is presented, 
that the matter will be favorably entertained and the munificent 
grants extended for educational purposes freely accorded. — 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. as 


Wherever County Superintendents take pleasure in visiting the 
schools under their supervision improvement is manifest and the 
statistics are promptly returned. Wheiever the County Superin- 
tendents do not enjoy the spirit of their calling the school inter- 
ests are retarded anil it would bea blessing ifsuch would resign their 
station and give room for those who would do the good for which 
the office was instituted.

Tt is recommended "that school Trustees in their respective dis- 
tricts choose the most talented females for teachers,and where there 
are no females sufficiently qualified, that the district unite and 
send some eligible female to the normal department of the Uni- 
veisity until she receives a certlicate ofabihty to teach. In the 
minds of some Trustees there 13 2 prejudice against female teachers, 
but the experience of the Superintendent proves to him that tlie 
female teacher, ifshe be as pes p and educated, is equal m 
capacity and ability to mstruct and govern youth, and so far as 
rcgards.bhe primary scholars, the temale teacher will sometimes 
excel in patience and forbearance; and wherever there is a 
healthy influence exerted by Trustees and parents, the govern- 
mentin aschool taught by & dignified female, will not be found 
lacking. The piesence of à lady imparts an inspiration of respect, 
awe and ieveience even to the rude of the other sex, which none 
butthe vicious and barbarous can ignore. 


MORALITY, 


Although the seiiptures are not taught.in' our common schools 
save whatextracts are found in readers, yet 1t 1s advised that all 
teachers open and close, their exercises by prayer, and that princi- 
ples of moiahty and good order be inculcated in all the schools, — , 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The character of the school houses, recently built in some of the 
counties, are very creditable. In this connection 1t might not be 
invidious to nanie the settlements of Logan and Wellsville, in 
Cache county, and a few of the districts in Weber county. Several 
of these buildings might be called model school houses, and reflect 
credit on the Trusteesdf the respective districts. InCache, Weber and 
other counties, where the same spirit is alive, and where.gubstan- 
tial houses have been erected, were there a eoncentiation of means 
for the purpose of furnishing these houses with writing tablets, 
maps and other school furniture and apparatus, teachers of ability 
would be attracted, ` 


STATISTICS. 


The Superintendent recommends that the school code be altered 
so thatthe enumeration of the school population will only 1nelude 
children from five to fifteen years. The present enumeration does 
injustice to the school statistics; at the age of four very few child- 
ren are ever sent to school, and the majority of those pve fifteen 
years,who are studying, attend commercial colleges o1 the Univer- 
sity andits branches In Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Cah- 
foiinia, the school population ineludes children between the ages of 
five and fifteen. 

The dilatoriness of school Trustees in furnishing the statistics of 
their distiictsis a fruitful source of complaint and renders it 1mpos- 
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sible for the County Superintendents to report at the time required 
by statute. Some also 9f the County Superintendents are not suf- 
Any alive to the portance of obtaining and duly forwarding 
statistics. 

Herewith is respectfully submitted astatistical statement com- 
piled by the National Bureau of Education,showing the edueational 
statistics of the different States, entitled doc. B, 

From this statistical statement, it will be seen that schools, in 
this Territory, are kept open on an aveiage moie months in the 
year than in many of the older States in the Union, which certainly 
speaks well for Utah, especially when 1t is remembered that Utah 
has improvised and sustains her present school system without a 
dollar from the General Government or an acre of land. 


TEXT BOOKS, 


There is more uniformity in text books in Utah, probably, than 
in any other part ofour country. The books adopted by the school 
authorities are almost universally used in the schools. The co- 
operative stores, established lately, are auxiliary in this matter and 
import those endorsed.

There have been some, changes in the county during the past 
school year. Three Districts formerly reported from this office, 
have, by législative enactment, been organized into Kane county; 
namely Harmony, Toquerville, and Kanarra; one new District has 
been organized, namely Leeds: a settlement lately established north 
of Harrisburg. 

Our schools through the county are steadily improving and the 
attendance becoming more steady. Many of the districts are pay- 
ing their teachers by taxation, and think at an improvement upon 
the system of teachers collecting their pay directly irom the parents 
of the'scholars. 

School houses are in course of erection where none are reported. 

My report 1s delayed beyond its time, on account of several of 
the districts having elected a new Board of Trustees, and, as these 
come into office about the time the reports become due, 16 15 seldom 
they make themselves acquainted with the duties of their ofhee in 
time to make the report to date. :

February 18, 1870. 
To the Honorable Orson Pratt, Sen., 
Speaker of the House: 

Sir--An Actentitled “An Act to regulate mining and mining 
claims” is herewith returned without approval. There are, in my 
judgment, many wise provisions in the bill, but the expense that 
would necessarily be incurred in acquiring title to mines under 
its provisions, for recording, certifying, surveying, and inspecting, 
would, in my estimation, seem to hamper rather than advance the 
mining interests, I havesigned, approved and deposited with the 
Secretary, ‘‘An Act to provide for the printing and distribution of 
the Laws and Journalsof the nineteenth annual session of the Leg- 
islative Assembly of the Territory of Utah," ''An Act extending 
the boundaries of Juab county,¥ “An Act incorporating Corinne 
City," “An Act incorporating Washington city in Washington 
county,” “An Act convening the Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Utah at its twentieth, and subsequent sessions." “An 
Act amending An Act concerning certain animals running at 
large," approved January 21, 1858. “An Act to amend An Act 
amendatory of and supplementary to An Act entitled An Act es- 
tablishing a Territorial road from Great Salt Lake City to Wan- 
ship, Summit county,” approved January 21, 1868, and ''Territo- 
rial Appropriation Bill.”
